Editor Cray (,ets A First-Hand Look 
Canal Zone Gov.: ‘We’ve Got A Problem’

PANAMA CITY, PANAMA — Delayed — Rob­ 
ert J. Fleming, a crisp, opinionated and frank­ 
speaking m ajor general in the U. S. Army, is the 
governor of the Panam a Canal Zone. 


There was a time when this tiling of bossing 14,- 
000 employes needed to operate the canal and look 
after the Zone’s security was a pleasant four-year 
tour of duty. 


For General Fleming, who still has another 
year to go, the job has been a very large headache, 
although he probably wouldn’t admit it. 


It has been during his tenure that nationalistic 
aspirations of the Republic of Panam a, however 


real and sincere they might be, have burst into 
violence — through no fault of his, to be sure. 


Since the Jan. 9, 1964 riots and bloodshed, osten­ 
sibly caused by flag incidents but which in reality 
were an explosion of decades of pent-up Panaman­ 
ian frustrations, the Canal Zone has become some­ 
thing of a no-man’s land as far as the more mili­ 
tant citizens of the Republic are concerned. 


The general’s job isn’t easy. Efficiency of canal 
operation perhaps has never been greater. He’s got 
the respect of his Zone people. He’s won the grudg­ 
ing admiration of more thoughtful Panamanian of­ 
ficials. 


But as long as Commie-inspired demonstrations

ed from Main St. and streets in 
the Levittown section of the bor­ 
ough no later than one hour af­ 
ter a snowfall begins until four 
hours after it ceases.

said: " It’s impossible to do a 
good job 
(plowing) with cars

Council voted that a resolu­ 
tion for an ordinance be draft­ 
ed. but not before a lengthy 
discussion evolved among coun­ 


cilmen on the subject. 
Councilman Edward Hunt ob­ 
jected to the order in that it 
exempted persons on the side 
streets of Tullytown from hav­ 
ing to remove cars from the 
streets. 
"If you’re going to make an 
ordinance, let it apply to all.”

To that 
Biancosino 
replied:
